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TO  THE  COLLECTOR 

The  Editor  has  approached  this  issue  of  the  Numismatic  Review  with  less  than  his 
usual  enthusiasm,  largely  because  his  conscience  has  been  bothering  him.  Now  there  are 
two  possible  solutions  to  an  uncomfortable  conscience  as  everybody  knows.  Either  it  can 
be  hidden  away  and  forgotten  about,  to  emerge  most  inconveniently  in  those  personal 
moments  when  we  are  trying  to  go  to  sleep,  or  it  can  be  made  subject  to  a public  con- 
fession of  some  sort.  The  latter  approach  is  frequently  the  most  uncomfortable,  although 
it  is  much  the  best  in  the  long  run. 

The  dilemma  referred  to  is,  of  course,  the  Coin  Galleries  Auction  Sale  confidently 
promised  for  the  end  of  February.  By  the  time  this  is  read  it  will  be  all  too  plain  that  the 
end  of  February  has  not  just  ended,  it  will  have  almost  been  forgotten,  except  by  those 
who  damaged  themselves  in  skiing,  shoveling  off  the  front  walk,  or  some  other  healthy  and 
red  blooded  form  of  outdoor  winter  sport  that  we  all  know  is  good  for  us.  All  this  and 
still  no  Coin  Galleries  Auction  Sale,  unless  we  held  it  most  privately  so  nobody  could  find 
out.  Well  we  didn’t.  The  fact  is  that  there  was  no  Sale.  We  became  so  involved  in  various 
other  cataloguing  activities  that  the  Sale  simply  could  not  be  prepared.  It  was  decided  to 
produce  issue  Number  2 instead.  Please  note  that  the  Sale  has  not  been  cancelled  and  will 
be  held  as  soon  as  we  can  get  the  Catalogue  into  print. 

The  first  issue  of  the  Numismatic  Review  brought,  along  with  some  very  nice  orders 
for  coins,  quite  a number  of  appreciative  comments.  We  fail  to  see  why  we  shouldn’t  admit 
that  we  like  receiving  them.  It  probably  would  be  a bit  too  much  if  we  printed  all  of  these 
remarks.

Furthermore,  they  invariably  sell 
me  a coin  or  two.  Remember,  I bought  a Byzantine  Solidus,  though  I do  not  col- 
lect coins  of  this  era.  Why?  Because  I was  impressed  with  your  statement, 
‘Anyone  who  was  lucky  enough  to  have  been  brought  up  on  a diet  of  Sir  Walter 
Scott,  instead  of  T.  V.  and  comic  books,  etc’  — Let  us  have  more  of  these  good 
articles !” 

In  its  own  way  the  Numismatic  Review  will  continue  to  do  the  best  it  can  to  continue 
having  articles  that  we  hope  will  appeal  to  Numismatists  of  all  ages,  and  at  the  same  time, 
be  worth  reading. 

Some  of  our  Ancient  customers  (and  we  do  not  mean  ancient,  because  coin  collecting 
is  one  sure  way  to  keep  young)  may  have  been  feeling  neglected  after  our  last  few  issues. 
This  time  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  offer  some  exceptionally  nice  Greek  gold  and  Silver 
coins.  In  addition,  we  have  extended  ourselves  and  listed  a quantity  of  Byzantine  gold  coins 
a series  that  includes  many  really  good  buys  today.  By  way  of  emphasizing  some  of  the 
points  in  Prince  Schwarzenberg’s  article  on  Austrian  coins,  we  have  prepared  an  inter- 
esting list  of  Crowns  of  the  Hapsburg  Empire.  While  we  are  a little  late  in  the  press  for 
St.  Patrick’s  Day,  there  are  also  a few  Irish  coins,  as  well  as  some  fine  Scots  pieces.  For 
the  first  time  we  have  compiled  a group  of  South  American  Crowns  to  complement  the 
small  South  American  coins  that  appeared  last  time. 
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GERMAN  COINAGE  PROBLEMS 

In  our  September-October  issue  last  year  we  discussed  the  Latin  Monetary  Union 
and  explained  how  it  was  formed  as  a means  of  dealing  with  the  constant  fluctuations 
between  the  relative  values  of  gold  and  silver  that  had  plagued  the  currencies  of  Europe 
as  far  back  as  the  great  Spanish  discoveries  of  the  precious  metals  in  South  America.  The 
Latin  Union  eventually  worked  what,  from  the  Numismatist’s  point  of  view,  is  an  un- 
fortunate uniformity  in  European  coinage.  The  same  influences  that  unsettled  the  cur- 
rencies in  the  countries  that  adhered  to  the  Union  also  operated  in  Germany.  There  were 
various  attempts  to  come  to  grips  with  the  problem  but,  as  every  Collector  knows  to  his 
cost,  uniformity  is  not  one  of  the  characteristics  of  the  coins  of  Central  Europe.  It  there- 
fore seems  appropriate  to  devote  some  time  to  the  consideration  of  the  effects  of  the 
increase  in  the  supply  of  gold  and  silver  on  the  currencies  of  Germany  and  the  Hapsburg 
dominions. 

The  17th  Century,  which  saw  the  consolidation  of  power  in  the  hands  of  single,  national 
rulers,  as  well  as  the  initial  impact  of  the  flow  of  precious  metals  from  the  New  World, 
was  a confused  period  in  Germany  for  several  reasons.  Politically  and  economically  Ger- 
many suffered  from  the  30  Years  War  for  over  a half-Century.  The  elected  Roman  Emperor 
ruling  from  V ienna  could  not  exert  the  same  central  control  over  his  varied  lands  that  was 
achieved  in  England  and  France  by  their  respective  Monarchs.  This  meant  that  he  was 
unable  to  control  the  currencies  of  the  varied  States.  The  monetary  systems  suffered 
from  chaos  and  confusion  throughout  the  18th  Century  as  well.  The  different  Rulers 
attempted  to  keep  their  circulating  media  in  some  sort  of  order  as  the  undertow  of  in- 
creasing supplies  of  silver  slowly  lowered  the  value  of  that  traditional  currency  metal  in 
relation  to  gold. 

We  have  noted  before  that  the  early  Medieval  currency  weight,  the  pound  of  silver, 
or  Libra,  was  divided  into  20  Soldi.  Each  Solidus  was  divided  into  12  Denarii,  or  pennies. 
At  the  end  of  the  13th  Century  the  Libra  had  been  replaced  in  Central  Europe  by  the  Mark, 
again  a monetary  unit  of  account  weighing  8 ounces,  and  not  a coin.  By  1524  the  Cologne 
Mark  was  the  accepted  weight  throughout  all  Germany.  The  principal  division  of  the  Mark 
of  fine  silver  was  the  Taler,  a small  enough  unit  to  be  conveniently  coined.  The  first 
Taler-sized  coins  were,  of  course,  issued  in  1486  by  the  Archduke  Sigismund  of  Tyrol,  to 
be  followed  by  the  Joachimstalers  of  the  Counts  Schlick.  In  1566  the  Taler  was  made  the 
legal  Imperial  silver  coin,  valued  at  66  Kreuzer  in  Austria  and  South  Germany.  In  the 
north  it  was  divided  into  a varied  number  of  Groschen.  Since  conditions  were  more  chaotic 
in  the  North,  a Taler  of  account  developed,  equal  to  a different  number  of  Groschen, 
depending  on  the  fineness  of  the  smaller  coins.  The  “Zahltaler”  was  distinguished  from  the 
accepted  Imperial  coins,  the  Convention  Taler,  or  species  Taler.  In  1623  the  Convention 
Taler  was  re-named  Reichstaler  and  was  valued  at  90  Kreuzer,  or  \l/2  Gulden  in  South 
Germany  and  24  Groschen  in  the  North. 

The  varied  wars  of  the  18th  Century,  principally  that  of  the  Austrian  Succession, 
1740-48,  resulted  in  the  disappearance  of  the  larger  coins.  After  1750  a new  Convention 
Taler  was  coined  equal  to  2 Gulden.  The  silver  Mark  was  coined  into  20  Gulden.  This 
arrangement  lasted  until  the  Vienna  Convention  of  1857.  Meanwhile,  Frederick  the 
Great,  plagued  by  the  disappearance  of  gold  in  Prussia,  lowered  the  weight  of 
his  Talers,  coining  them  at  14  Taler  or  21  Gulden  to  the  Mark.  Under  the  impact  of  the 
Seven  Years  War  he  was  forced  to  reduce  the  fineness  of  his  coins  so  that  his  reform 
efforts  came  to  nothing.  Further  confusion  was  added  by  a difference  in  the  weight  of 
the  Mark  itself.  The  Cologne  Mark  weighed  243.870  grains  while  that  used  in  Prussia 
weighed  only  233,855  grains.  The  onset  of  the  Napoleonic  Wars  prevented  all  further 
attempts  at  monetary  reform  until  after  1815. 
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Any  organized  efforts  to  control  the  currency  in  Germany  were  inevitably  affected 
by  the  political  movements  of  the  time.  By  the  Treaty  of  Chaumont,  March  1,  1814,  it  was 
decided  that  Germany  should  consist  of  a confederation  of  Sovereign  States.  The  new 
Constitution  was  embodied  in  the  Final  Act  of  the  Congress  of  Vienna  in  1815.  No  essen- 
tial changes  were  made  in  the  territorial  arrangements  that  had  come  about  during  the 
Revolutionary  epoch.  The  300  odd  small  States  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire  were  reduced 
to  39.  Prussia  became  the  dominent  power  in  the  North,  while  Austria’s  position  in  the 
South  was  strengthened  by  the  acquisition  of  Lombardy  and  Venetia  in  Italy.  The  cen- 
tral parliamentary  body  of  the  German  Confederation  was  the  Federal  Diet  endowed  with 
general  supervisory  powers  over  the  relations  between  the  constituent  members.  Actually 
the  dominent  powers  in  the  Diet  were  Austria  and  Prussia. 

The  Prussian  Government  set  about  reforming  and  re-organizing  itself  internally  as 
soon  as  the  wars  were  over.  Economic  matters  were  naturally  of  great  importance.  The 
entire  Tariff  system,  inherited  from  the  18th  Century  and  before,  virtually  strangled  trade. 
This  system  could  not  be  reformed  without  the  cooperation  of  the  numerous  smaller 
States  whose  bounderies  impinged  on  those  of  Prussia.  It  was  the  recognition  of  this  fact 
that  led  to  the  creation  of  the  Zollverein,  or  Customs  Union,  between  1819  and  1854.  The 
Zollverein,  to  which  the  smaller  German  States  gradually  adhered,  was  formed  to  bring 
some  order  into  the  tariffs.  It  presently  became  plain  that  a uniform  coinage  would  be  to 
everybody’s  advantage.  The  States  of  the  Zollverein,  which  did  not  include  Austria  and 
which  existed  apart  from  the  Federal  Diet,  meeting  in  Dresden  in  1839,  made  the  first 
attempt  at  establishing  a uniform  coinage  since  early  in  the  18th  Century.  While  the 
effort  was  a good  college  try,  the  results  actually  fell  somewhat  short  of  uniformity. 
About  half  the  States  adopted  the  Prussian  system  of  14  Talers,  or  21  Gulden  to  the  mark, 
12/16  fine.  The  other  half  preferred  the  South  German  system  of  24(4  Gulden  to  the  mark, 
9/10  fine.  Under  this  arrangement  the  Taler  could  be  equated  between  the  two  systems  at 
1)4  Gulden.  To  aid  commercial  intercourse  between  the  two  groups  of  States  within  the 
presumed  Union,  a Double  Taler,  worth  3 y2  Gulden  was  coined  and  called  “Verienmuntze” 
or  Union  Taler,  struck  at  7 to  the  mark,  9/10  fine.  Fractional  coins  were  struck  as  token 
currency.  These  two  types  of  coins  with  the  Austrian  Convention  Taler  (20  Gulden  to  the 
mark)  meant  that  in  the  period  between  1839  and  1857  German  currency  chaos  had  at  least 
been  reduced  to  3 systems. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  period  under  discussion,  while  it  may  look  like  the 
“good  old  days”  in  1960,  was  politically  a fairly  yeasty  one  in  Europe.  All  sorts  of  apple- 
carts were  overturned,  for  better  or  for  worse.  In  1848  another  Revolution  broke  out  in 
France,  that  inevitable  source  of  trouble,  and  spread  widely.  By  the  1850’s  Austria  was  in 
difficulties  in  Italy,  as  we  have  seen.  The  Zollverein  itself  tended  to  undermine  Austria’s 
position  in  Europe.  Following  the  old  Diplomatic  recipe  of  joining  what  she  couldn’t  beat, 
Austria  formed  a combination  with  the  Zollverein  in  1857  called  the  Vienna  Convention. 
The  mark  of  silver  was  dropped  in  favor  of  the  pound  of  500  grams.  The  Prussian  14  Taler 
system  was  replaced  by  a Taler  weighing  1/30  of  the  Pound.  The  old  South  German  stan- 
dard of  24j4  Gulden  to  the  mark  was  replaced  by  a Gulden,  or  Florin  of  52 ]/2  to  the  Pound. 
The  Austrian  Taler  of  20  Gulden  to  the  mark  was  replaced  by  a Florin  coined  at  45  to  the 
Pound.  These  coins  passed  current  only  in  the  countries  of  issue.  The  new  Union  author- 
ized a Taler  and  Double  Taler,  struck  about  30  to  the  Pound  and  called  a “Vereinstaler”. 
They  could  be  coined  by  each  of  the  contracting  States  and  passed  as  legal  tender  in  all  of 
them.  Austria  alone  struck  31,000,000.  Nevertheless  uniformity  in  the  coinage  was  still  not 
achieved.  The  Prussian  Taler  still  equalled  1)4  South  German  Florins  and  \l/2  Austrian 
Florins. 

From  the  foregoing  comments  the  reader  will  see  that  Germany  was  indeed  a silver 
using  country.  Gold  coins  certainly  had  some  popularity  but  they  were  not  yet  an  im- 
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portant  part  of  the  circulation.  The  Vienna  Convention  of  1857  did  not  ignore  the  exis- 
tence of  gold.  On  the  contrary,  it  provided  that  gold  trade  Crowns  should  be  coined  in 
the  German  States  and  trade  ducats  of  the  same  weight  in  Austria.  These  gold  pieces 
were  not  legal  tender  and  had  no  fixed  value  in  relation  to  the  new  silver  coins  established 
by  the  Convention.  They  were  accepted  by  the  Governments  concerned  at  a rate  that  var- 
ied according  to  the  silver  market.  Thus  Germany  had  an  effective  Silver  Standard. 

Austria  ceased  to  adhere  to  the  arrangements  of  1857  after  the  Hungarian  compro- 
mise in  1867.  By  the  late  1860’s  there  was  a powerful  agitation  among  the  remaining  States 
for  a uniform  currency.  The  movement  in  this  direction  was  frustrated  by  the  outbreak 
of  the  Franco— Prussian  War  of  1870.  That  War  had  totally  unexpected  repercussions,  as 
we  all  know.  The  quick  and  decisive  Prussian  victory  resulted  first  in  a political  unification 
of  Germany  under  Prussian  domination.  Monetary  unification  aided  by  the  huge  French 
indemnity  of  one  billion  dollars  followed  shortly  thereafter.  The  Imperial  coinage  act  of 
December  4,  1871  provided  for  the  striking  of  a gold  piece  at  the  rate  of  139^4  pieces  to  the 
pound  of  fine  gold.  The  tenth  part  of  the  new  gold  coin  was  called  a “mark”.  Here  we 
finally  see  the  Mark,  so  long  a weight  of  metal,  finally  converted  into  a coin.  No  attempt 
was  made  to  adopt  the  older  German  silver  and  gold  coins  to  the  new  system. 

A little  over  two  years  was  required  to  prepare  the  requisite  supplies  of  the  new 
coinage  for  the  entire  Empire.  While  the  bulk  of  it  was  stamped  with  the  head  of  the  Ger- 
man Emperor  and  King  of  Prussia,  the  minor  Princes  were  placated  by  allowing  them  to 
have  coins  bearing  their  own  portraits.  Some  of  these  pieces  have  become  quite  rare.  On 
July  9,  1873,  the  gold  Standard  was  officially  established  for  the  Empire.  The  new  silver 
coins  were  subsidiary,  but  each  silver  Mark  weighed  exactly  y3  of  the  old  Taler.  It  was  val- 
ued at  24.3,  pre-Roosevelt,  U.  S.  Cents.  Arrangements  were  made  to  retire  the  former  silver 
coinage  slowly.  By  1879  all  the  old  coins  except  the  Talers  had  been  demonetized.  In  that 
time  Germany  had  acquired  7,474,644  pounds  of  silver,  the  bulk  of  which  had  been  sold  in 
the  world  market.  This  figure  will  give  some  idea  of  the  amount  of  metal  required  for  a 
silver  currency  as  varied  as  that  used  in  Central  Europe. 

The  creation  of  the  Prussian  Reich  meant  Prussia’s  final  triumph  over  Austria  in  the 
competition  that  had  existed  so  long  between  them  for  domination  in  German  Central 
Europe.  In  effect  Austria  withdrew  from  German  affairs.  The  historic  role  of  the  Haps- 
burgs  was  taken  by  the  new  and  shiny  Emperor  in  Berlin,  with  results  that  we  are  still 
feeling  today.  As  has  been  noted  above,  after  1867  Austria  withdrew  from  the  German 
monetary  agreement,  with  an  evident  wish  to  align  herself  with  the  Latin  Union.  The 
Wars  of  the  18th  and  19th  Centuries  had  created  a form  of  familiar  disorder  in  Austrian 
finances.  Most  of  the  currency  in  circulation  was  paper,  officially  redeemable  in  silver,  but 
actually  largely  as  unsecured  as  the  United  States  Greenbacks.  The  combination  of  a large 
paper  circulation  with  quite  a quantity  of  silver  coins  produced  a curious  situation.  From 
1848  to  1870  the  paper  was  at  a discount  in  relation  to  silver  of  from  14%  to  23%.  After  1859 
it  was  discounted  relative  to  gold  at  a rate  that  varied  between  19  and  25%.  After  1870  the 
paper  money  showed  a marked  tendency  to  keep  its  relation  to  gold  separate  from  that  to 
silver.  By  1874  the  gold  discount  was  14%  and  the  silver  discount  only  5%.  In  1878  the 
silver  discount  had  disappeared.  In  other  words,  silver  was  falling  not  only  in  relation  to 
gold  but  also  in  relation  to  paper.  The  outcome  could  not  long  be  delayed.  Private  coinage 
of  that  metal  was  forbidden.  Austria  adopted  the  gold  standard,  with  the  crown  as  the 
currency  unit,  on  August  2,  1892. 

This  discussion  will  certainly  give  the  Collector  some  idea  of  the  complexity  of  the 
currency  systems  that  existed  in  Germany  before  the  creation  of  the  Hohenzollern  Empire. 
We  hope  that  it  will  also  serve  to  explain  some  of  the  varieties  of  individual  Talers  and 
their  fractions  that  existed  during  the  latter  part  of  the  18th,  and  first  part  of  the  19th 
Centuries.

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After  examining  the  political  and  constitutional  symbolism  of  different  European 
coinages,  the  collector  will  easily  be  able  to  understand  why  the  coinage  of  the  Austrian 
Monarchy  is  among  the  most  interesting  in  the  modern  series.  By  the  Austrian  Mon- 
archy we  mean,  of  course,  the  dominions  of  the  younger,  or  German,  branch  of  the 
House  of  Austria.  The  senior  branch,  the  Emperor  Charles  V and  his  descendants, 
governed  Spain.  Their  coinage  is  well  known  to  American  collectors  because  they,  as 
Kings  of  the  New  World,  made  history  with  American  gold  and  silver.  We  propose  to 
discuss  here  only  the  Austrian  Monarchy,  founded  by  the  brother  of  Charles  V,  the 
Emperor  Ferdinand  I.  The  Spanish  and  the  Austrian  Monarchies  governed  more  than 
one  realm.  Each  was  a confederation  of  several  fully  Sovereign  States,  with  other 
dominions  and  lands.  Now  the  degree  of  sovereignty  of  the  several  States  of  the  House 
of  Austria  varied  considerably.  Many  of  these  differences  were  reflected  in  the  coinage. 
In  brief,  the  Crown  of  Hungary  was  not  only  sovereign,  but  independent  of  the  Empire. 
The  Crown  of  Bohemia  was  sovereign,  but  was  part  of  the  Empire.  The  Austrian  lands, 
roughly  that  area  now  comprising  the  Federal  Republic  of  Austria,  had  almost  all  the 
privileges  of  sovereignty,  but  were  definitely  part  of  Germany.  Lastly,  there  were  several 
smaller  dominions  in  southern  Germany,  that  were  styled  Anterior  Austria.  These  had, 
in  part,  belonged  to  the  House  of  Habsburg  before  it  acquired  Austria.  How  did  these 
differences  of  status  affect  the  coinage? 

In  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  the  coinage  was  controlled  constitutionally  by  the  Warden 
of  the  Mint  of  each  kingdom,  w7ho  was  bound  by  the  enactments  of  the  Estates  in  Parlia- 
ment. In  Austria,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Sovereign,  as  reigning  Archduke,  was  bound 
by  the  monetary  enactments  of  the  Empire.  It  follows  that  there  were  several  distinct 
systems  of  coinage.  As  a matter  of  commercial  convenience  the  Estates  of  Bohemia  found 
it  expedient  to  conclude  an  agreement  with  the  Empire  to  establish  similar  coinages. 

While  the  coinage  was  thus  under  the  joint  control  of  King  and  Parliament  in  the 
two  sovereign  Crowns,  yet  the  designs  show  that  it  was  very  definitely  considered  the 
King’s  coinage.  Not  only  did  the  obverse  carry  his  portrait  and,  on  the  minor  coins,  his 
cypher,  but  the  reverse  was  stamped  with  his  Arms.  The  old  practice  was,  of  course 
continued,  of  marking  the  Bohemian  dollars  and  groats  with  the  lion,  standing  for 
Bohemia  in  the  Arms  of  the  Monarch.  Yet  there  were  other  coins,  showing  only  the 
Imperial  Eagle,  bearing  the  Shield  of  the  House  of  Austria  and  Burgundy.  Usually, 
however,  the  dollar-sized  coins  were  marked  with  Arms  that  showed  all  the  essential 
dominions  of  the  Sovereign.  Soon  the  practice  prevailed  of  slightly  modifying  these 
Arms,  according  to  the  land  in  which  they  were  being  minted.  Modifications  were  in- 
troduced not  only  for  the  sovereign  realms  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  but  also  for  other 
lands.  The  Duchy  of  Silesia,  belonging  to  the  Crown  of  Bohemia,  and  the  Austrian 
County  of  Tyrol  had  their  own  coin  designs.  The  very  variety  of  these  designs  showed 
that  the  confederate  structure  of  the  Monarchy  had  not  yet  become  a problem. 

The  authority  of  the  Monarch  was  equally  displayed  everywhere  by  the  use  of  his 
portrait  and  of  his  personal  Arms,  albeit  these  were  shown  in  a local  version.  They  were 
his  Arms,  though  they  showed  him  either  as  King  of  Hungary,  as  King  of  Bohemia, 
as  Duke  of  Silesia  or  as  Count  of  Tyrol.  Since  they  were  his  Arms,  their  form  em- 
phasized his  most  exalted  title,  that  of  German  Emperor.  The  Imperial  Eagle  was  also 
unavoidably  used  on  the  coins  of  Hungary  and  on  the  Great  Seal  of  Hungary.  Never- 
theless the  Imperial  Eagle  did  not  signify  that  Hungary  had  come  under  the  authority 
of  the  Empire;  nor  did  it  signify  that  Bohemia  had  lost  her  own  coinage.  On  the  other 
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hand  we  must  emphasize  that  the  legal  arrangements  and  the  practical  necessities  of 
the  several  lands  continued  to  ensure  a varied  coinage,  which  clearly  showed  the  plurality 
of  the  Monarchy’s  political  units.  Sometimes,  indeed,  the  confederate  structure  of  the 
Monarchy  was  shown  even  more  explicitly.  We  need  only  mention  the  beautiful  Bohemian 
Talers  of  Rudolph  II,  struck  at  Prague  in  1694.  The  obverse  shows  the  Sovereign  be- 
tween the  crowned  Shields  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  while  the  reverse  has  his  Eagle 
with  the  dynastic  Arms  on  the  escutcheon.  The  coin  designs,  then,  fully  explained  the 
existing  constitutional  position,  giving  to  each  State  its  respective  sovereign  or  semi- 
sovereign rights,  while  the  prerogative  of  the  Emperor  bound  all  of  them  into  one 
body  politic  for  purposes  of  foreign  policy. 

This  system  of  individual  armorial  bearings  continued  in  use  when  the  German  branch 
of  the  Hapsburgs  succeeded  to  part  of  the  States  of  the  Spanish  branch.  What  is  now 
Belgium,  and  had  been  Spanish,  became  the  Austrian  Netherlands  in  the  18th  Century. 
Milan,  the  old  Duchy  of  the  Viscontis,  became  Austrian  too.  Milan  kept  its  own  coinage, 
with  an  heraldic  design  giving  prominence  to  the  Visconti  snake.  In  the  same  way, 
Belgium  had  a separate  coinage,  with  the  Arms  of  Burgundy  duly  displayed.  But  the 
Belgian  coinage  showed,  beside  the  Arms,  the  badge  of  Burgundy.  The  old  Dukes  of 
Burgundy,  who  had  created  the  State  of  the  Netherlands  in  the  15th  Century,  had  their 
first  French  residence  at  Dijon.  There,  the  cathedral  had  a much  treasured  relic  of  the 
Apostle  St.  Andrew.  For  this  reason  the  Cross  of  St.  Andrew  became  the  badge  of  the 
House  of  Burgundy,  and  of  Belgium.  But  this  design  was  transformed  into  another 
highly  significant  design  for  Austrian  coinage.  The  beautiful  Crown  Dollars  show  four 
symbols  in  the  four  corners  of  St.  Andrew’s  Cross : the  Crown  Imperial,  the  Crown  of 
Hungary,  that  of  Bohemia,  and  the  Golden  Fleece — the  Burgundian  Order  which  became 
the  distinguished  decoration  of  the  House  of  Austria.  These  Crown  Dollars  are  perfect 
images  of  the  federal  Monarchy. 

As  the  18th  Century  progressed,  this  federal  structure  became  a problem.  The  victories 
of  an  unprincipaled  and  ruthless  Prussia  can  be  partly  explained  by  the  fact  that  the 
Austrian  Sovereign  had  not  been  able  to  mobilize  the  strength  of  the  several  States  with 
sufficient  coordination.  Therefore,  the  heir  of  the  Habsburgs,  the  great  Empress  Maria 
Theresa,  decided  to  turn  her  States,  insofar  as  possible,  into  one  political  unit.  Like  the 
American  States  not  many  years  later,  she  believed  that  “a  more  perfect  federal  union” 
was  essential  for  defense.  The  same  policy,  or  indeed  a more  forceful  form  of  it,  was 
pursued  by  her  son  Joseph  II.  The  point  to  be  noticed  about  these  reforms  is  the  cir- 
cumstance that  they  could  not  possibly  go  beyond  a certain  point.  In  the  domain  of 
royal  prerogative,  that  is,  in  the  administrative  business  of  his  States,  the  Sovereign 
could  do  a lot  of  unifying  and  centralising.  For  instance,  Joseph  II  thought  it  expedient 
to  close  the  Mint  at  Prague,  a regulation  that  was  reversed  for  a time.  But  he  could 
not  attempt  to  abolish  the  distinction  between  his  sovereign  Crowns  of  Hungary  and 
Bohemia,  and  his  Austrian  lands  inside  the  Empire.  He  could  hardly  wish  to  obscure 
the  distinction  between  his  hereditary  States  and  the  Empire  whose  elected  chief  he 
was.  The  coinage  faithfully  reflects  these  considerations.  Hence,  Joseph  II  issued  the 
memorable  copper  coins  that  show,  not  his  personal  Arms  but  those  of  the  Bohemian 
State  alone,  on  a Shield  with  the  Bohemian  Crown  above  it. 

Austrian  Sovereigns  had  long  used  the  Imperial  Crown  on  their  Eagle  and  a royal 
Crown  on  its  Shield.  By  this  means  they  showed  their  royal  title  to  Hungary  and 
Bohemia.  Maria  Theresa,  on  the  other  hand,  thought  it  proper  to  put  accurate  rep- 
resentations of  both  her  royal  Crowns  on  the  escutcheon  of  her  dollars.  The  celebrated 
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Theresian  dollars,  which  the  Vienna  Mint  continued  to  strike  for  centuries  for  the 
African  market,  have  another  noteworthy  peculiarity.  The  Shield  on  the  eagle’s  breast 
shows,  very  properly,  the  Arms  of  Hungary,  Bohemia,  Austria  and  Burgundy.  The  fifth 
quartering  is  that  of  Burgau.  Why?  Burgau  is  a small  country,  much  smaller  than  each 
of  several  other  Austrian  provinces  that  might  well  have  been  represented  here.  But 
Burgau  is  west  of  today’s  Austria,  and  it  obviously  stands  for  “Anterior  Austria”.  It 
was  meant,  then,  to  stress  the  position  of  the  House  of  Austria  inside  Germany ! 

During  the  same  period  an  attempt  was  made  to  find  a symbol  that  would  be  indicative 
of  the  whole  Monarchy.  A design  was  used  on  medals  that  showed  the  Bohemian  lion 
carrying  the  Hungarian  Cross  in  one  paw,  and  the  Austrian  Shield  in  the  other.  Then 
when  a prolonged  period  elapsed  between  the  death  of  one  Emperor  and  the  election 
of  another,  the  Austrian  Sovereign  was  only  King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia.  A gen- 
eralized royal  Crown  was  now  used  together  with  the  particular  royal  crowns,  to  be- 
come a symbol  of  the  dynasty  and  the  Monarchy.  We  refer  to  the  beautiful  dollar  of 
Francis  I of  1792,  showing  this  design,  illustrated  as  Davenport  #4. 

Tremendous  changes  faced  the  Monarchy  under  Francis  I.  He  lost  the  Austrian 
Netherlands  and  accordingly,  the  Cross  of  St.  Andrew  disappears  from  the  Austrian 
coinage  . In  preparation  for  the  coming  dissolution  of  the  medieval  Roman  Empire,  he 
created  a new  title  to  make  sure  that  his  Monarchy  would  keep  the  first  rank  in  Christen- 
dom. He  styled  himself  Emperor  of  Austria.  For  two  years  the  old  Imperial  Eagle  of 
the  Romans  appeared,  bearing  on  the  breast  an  escutcheon  with  the  new  Imperial  Eagle 
of  Austria.  Then,  in  1806,  the  Empire  of  the  Romans  was  indeed  ended,  and  the  Austrian 
Eagle  alone  remained.  In  it,  the  Monarchy  of  the  House  of  Austria  had  at  last  acquired 
an  adequate  symbol. 

Even  after  this  great  change  and  in  spite  of  the  centralizing  tendency  of  the 
administration,  the  use  of  the  Imperial  Arms  was  not  uniform  or  even  universal.  In 
Hungary,  though  to  be  sure  the  Eagle  was  displayed,  coins  were  struck  with  the  Arms 
of  that  realm  alone.  In  Milan,  now  styled  the  Kingdom  of  Lombardy,  there  was  a separate 
Lira  coinage.  These  Lombard  Lires  showed  the  Austrian  Imperial  Eagle,  bearing  the 
Shield  of  Lombardy  and  Venice  with  the  Iron  Crown.  All  this  again  portrayed  the  ex- 
isting constitutional  position.  The  absolutist  use  of  the  Sovereign’s  prerogative  had 
almost  done  away  with  the  parliamentary  representation  of  the  several  Austrian  States. 
The  Monarchy  became,  in  effect,  a single  centralized  State.  But  at  the  same  time  the 
several  realms  were  constitutionally  existing  and  it  was  still  legally  proper  to  speak,  in 
the  plural,  about  the  Austrian  States. 

The  revolution  of  1848,  aided  by  the  British  Government  under  Lord  Palmerston 
espousing  the  cause  of  Italian  unity,  almost  broke  up  the  Monarchy.  Had  he  been  able 
to  watch  his  successor  ninety  years  later  at  Munich,  Lord  Palmerston  might  well  have 
reconsidered  his  policy.  The  revolution  was  beaten  by  the  Army  and  the  new  Emperor 
Francis  Joseph  assumed  practically  dictatorial  powers.  Now  indeed  it  seemed  as  if  the 
united  State  would  have  only  one  coinage  and  one  design,  the  Imperial  Eagle.  But  twenty 
years  had  not  passed  before  the  Emperor  was  crowned  King  of  Hungary  which  had  be- 
come a fully  sovereign  element  of  the  Empire.  The  very  name  of  the  Empire  was  changed 
in  1867.  It  was  now  styled  the  Austro-Hungarian  Monarchy.  This  state  of  things  was 
again  faithfully  illustrated  by  the  coinage.  The  Kingdom  of  Hungary  again  struck  its 
own  coins,  some  of  which  showed  a representation  of  the  sacred  Crown  of  St.  Stephen. 
The  currency  unit  was  the  same  for  the  whole  Monarchy,  because  both  parts  of  the 
Empire  were  economically  interdependent.  The  non-Hungarian  half,  Cisleithania,  (i.  e. 
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the  country  this  side  of  the  river  Leitha),  retained  the  old  designs.  Let  us  note  that  this 
half,  this  Cisleithanian  state,  was  in  the  design  of  its  coinage  strictly  unitary.  To  be 
sure,  the  realms  and  lands  of  Cisleithania  (Bohemia,  Silesia,  Austria  proper,  Tyrol  etc.), 
retained  much  of  those  states’  rights,  which  in  America  pertain  to  the  States  of  the 
Union.  Like  the  American  States  they  had  their  own  legislative  Houses  and  considerable 
local  self-government.  But  the  sovereignty  of  the  Viennese  Parliament  and  government 
was  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the  Cisleithanian  coinage  bore,  exclusively,  the  symbols 
of  the  Austrian  Empire.  The  Imperial  Eagle,  with  the  dynastic  Arms,  or  the  Imperial 
Crown  of  Austria,  were  the  old  heraldic  designs  of  that  coinage.  No  use  was  made  of 
the  greater  Imperial  Arms  which  would  have  included  the  Arms  of  the  several  realms. 
Much  less  was  there  any  of  that  varied  coinage  so  typical  of  the  former  centuries.  This, 
then,  was  the  state  of  things  that  followed  the  constitutional  changes  of  1867,  the  so- 
called  Austro-Hungarian  Compromise. 

This  situation  was  modified  again  by  the  aged  Emperor  at  the  time  of  the  First 
World  War.  In  1915,  to  satisfy  more  fully  the  idea  of  Hungarian  sovereignty,  the  Em- 
peror changed  the  heraldic  symbols  of  the  Monarchy.  No  changes  were  made  in  the 
Arms  of  the  Sovereign  as  King  of  Hungary.  But  the  existing  Imperial  Eagle,  meant  to 
signify  the  whole  Monarchy,  was  dropped.  Instead,  a new  composite  design  was  invented 
for  the  Monarch  of  the  whole  Empire.  This  design  need  not  detain  us  here.  Since  the 
whole  Empire  never  minted  as  such,  it  was  not  used  on  coins.  In  addition,  however,  new 
Arms  were  designed  for  Cisleithania,  now  misleadingly  called  Austria.  These  were  used 
on  the  Cisleithanian  coinage  and  they  carry  an  interesting  message. 

We  have  seen  that  coins,  bearing  the  Arms  of  any  land  alone,  had  always  been  the 
exception.  From  the  beginning  of  the  Monarchy,  it  had  been  the  policy  of  the  Sovereigns 
to  stress  the  fact  that  constitutionally  the  coinage  was  theirs.  Therefore  the  coins  showed 
the  Arms  of  the  Sovereign.  Generally,  he  was  advertised  as  Sovereign  of  an  individual 
land,  but  they  were  always  his  Arms.  This  was  shown  by  including  his  dynastic  Arms 
and  also  by  displaying  his  decoration,  the  Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece.  Both  were  lacking 
in  the  new  Cisleithanian  State  heraldry,  which  formed  the  design  of  the  new  coinage. 
This  coinage,  by  the  way,  was  hidious  in  itself.  Owing  to  the  war-time  scarcity  of  metals, 
it  was  made  from  black  iron.  It  did  not  show  the  Arms  of  the  Sovereign  but  only  those 
of  the  Cisleithanian  State.  Such  an  un-monarchical,  anti-traditional  development  was 
certainly  a sign,  if  an  unconscious  one,  of  changing  times.  The  modern  State  was  slipping 
from  the  grasp  of  inherited  monarchial  prerogative.  Eventually  the  State  in  question 
and  the  entire  Monarchy  of  the  House  of  Austria  was  dissolved  by  the  events  of  1918. 
Austria  and  Hungary  plunged  into  the  depths  of  inflation  and  finally  adopted  new  cur- 
rencies. Czechoslovakia,  by  a pretty  piece  of  historical  paradox,  kept,  and  keeps  to  this 
day,  the  Austrian  19th  Century  Crown  currency.  Of  course,  as  soon  as  they  were  struck 
in  metal,  these  Crowns  bore  the  Bohemian  lion  of  Czechoslovakia. 

We  hope  to  have  demonstrated  what  we  said  in  beginning  this  study:  that  the 
symbolism  of  Austrian  coins  affords  a particular  interest.  These  coin  designs  form  an 
excellent  example  of  the  historical  value  of  numismatics.  They  show  how  history  can 
help  us  to  understand  coins,  and  how,  conversely,  coins  help  us  to  remember  and  realize 
history.

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RUSSIAN  COINS  and  HISTORIC  MEMORIES 


As  a stimulant  to  my  historical  imagination,  I have  found  coins  to  be  a source  of 
endless  pleasure  and  satisfaction.  An  occasional  idling  through  my  collection  brings  the 
thousand  year  pageant  of  Russia  to  life  once  again,  even  if  only  in  my  mind’s  eye.  De- 
pending on  the  mood  of  the  moment,  some  aspect  of  the  story  of  the  country’s  varied 
peoples,  its  equally  varied  Tyrants,  sometimes  called  Czar  and  sometimes  Commissar, 
and  finally  the  position  it  now  holds  in  World  affairs,  fixes  my  attention.  Coins  may  be 
cold  metallic  objects  to  some  people,  but  they  are  not  to  me.  Each  one  can  tell  its  own 
burning  story  if  we  but  give  it  a chance.  An  irregular  silver  Kopeck  can  remind  us  that 
the  Stalin  type  was  not  a modern  invention  but  had  already  been  anticipated  at  his 
bloody  worst  by  the  mad  Ivan  the  Terrible  who  murdered  his  own  son.  Peter  I,  maker 
of  modern  Russia,  can  be  found  neatly  stamped  on  an  attractive  silver  Ruble,  while  a 
Half  Ruble  of  the  Infant  Ivan  III  reminds  us  of  a tale  that  rivals,  “The  Man  in  the  Iron 
Mask  ”.  One  can  hardly  avoid  the  fabulous  success  story  of  Catherine  II,  a simple  German 
Princess  who  quickly  learned  the  art  of  survival  in  Russia  and  became  a dominent  per- 
sonality during  the  latter  half  of  the  18th  Century.  She  arrogantly  looks  out  on  the 
modern  world  from  a broad  silver  Ruble  that  leaves  us  in  no  doubt  about  who  she  is 
as  she  exibits  a busty  femininity  that  must  have  been  a bit  unusual  even  then  and  cer- 
tainly would  give  Miss  Monroe  stiff  competition  where  she  least  expects  it,  in  our  own 
time. 

Russian  coins  also  serve  to  make  aspects  of  more  recent  political  events  more  vivid 
and  understandable  for  me.  The  background  of  the  present  is  brought  to  mind  by  the 
profile  of  Nicholas  II,  a kindly,  but  weak  and  wife  ridden  man  hardly  fitted  to  cope  with 
the  tremendous  events  that  were  about  to  overwhelm  him,  his  family  and  his  people.  The 
beginning  of  his  reign  was  marked  with  tragedy  when  thousands  perished  in  an  in- 
competently handled  mass  public  celebration  of  his  Coronation.  The  rest  of  the  story 
hardly  needs  a coin  to  bring  it  to  life.  We  are  all  too  familiar  with  the  events  leading 
from  War,  to  Revolution,  to  a continuation  of  Tyranny  and  the  final  outbreak  of  our 
present  Peace  after  1945.  But  here  is  Nicholas  portrayed  on  his  last  Ruble  for  1915.  Within 
two  short  years  he  will  be  termed  Citizen  Nicholas  Romanov  and  shunted  off  to  western 
Siberia  and  death.  He  deserved  better  than  extermination  in  a cellar  with  his  family. 
He  could  have  lived  out  his  days  like  Wilhelm  II  in  unmolested  exile  but  an  obsession 
with  an  unbroken  autocracy  led  to  his  doom  in  July,  1918.  So  Nicholas  II  died,  only  to 
be  succeeded  by  a real  tyrant,  Lenin,  implacable  hater  of  the  “Class  System”  who  placed 
a heavier  yoke  on  the  neck  of  the  Russian  people  than  they  had  known  in  many  a long- 
year. 

Silver  coins  began  to  be  hoarded  in  1915,  the  second  year  of  the  war.  To  offset  the 
shortage,  emergency  stamp  money  appeared  along  with  small-sized  paper  currency  in 
values  of  1,  2,  3,  5 and  50  Kopecks.  Metal  was  conserved  by  limited  striking  and  the 
farming  out  to  Japan’s  Osaka  Mint  for  millions  of  10  and  15  Kopecks  in  1916.  Two  issues 
of  paper  money  eventually  supplemented  the  domestic  minor  coinage.  The  double  Revo- 
lutions of  1917  and  the  subsequent  Civil  War  made  for  chaotic  currency  conditions.  Czarist 
silver  and  paper,  “Kerensky  Notes”  of  the  Provisional  Government  and  a flood  of  Soviet 
paper  issued  by  many  localities  circulated  throughout  Russia.  Much  of  this  paper  money 
is  common,  some  locality  issues  are  rare  as  reported  in  the  publications  of  Chizhov 
(1914),  Denis  (1927)  and  Kardakoff  (1953). 

The  final  expulsion  of  the  White  Armies  and  the  stabilization  of  the  Red  position 
led  to  issuance  of  the  first  Soviet  coinage  in  1921.  The  silver  denominations  were  10,  15, 
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20  and  50  Kopecks  and  there  was  a Ruble  with  star  stamped  with  an  appeal  for  world 
proletariat  to  unite.  The  type  was  struck  again  in  1922.  Both  the  Half  Ruble  and  Ruble 
bore  the  marks  of  different  mintmasters.  Silver  coinage  in  1923  was  confined  to  minor 
values  of  10,  15  and  20  Kopecks.  A gold  coin  was  also  issued,  the  very  rare  Chervonetz 
of  10  Rubles.  This  denomination  has  never  been  repeated  and  is  eagerly  sought  by 
collectors. 

After  the  exhiliration  and  destruction  of  the  Revolution,  even  the  Communists  dis- 
covered that  the  price  of  survival  lay  in  rebuilding  the  ruins.  The  New  Economic  Policy 
(NEP),  promulgated  by  Lenin,  was  an  admission  that  all  was  not  too  well  in  the  state. 
Coinage  in  two  metals  was  introduced  in  1924.  There  were  1,  2,  3 and  5 Kopecks  in  copper. 
The  silver  denominations  were  5,  10,  15,  20  and  50  Kopecks.  There  was  also  a Ruble 
symbolizing  union  of  Worker  and  Peasant  in  the  new  Utopia.  The  Leningrad  Mint  could 
not  cope  with  all  this  coinage  so  the  Royal  Mint  in  London  struck  off  millions  of  Half 
Rubles  this  same  year.  The  London  output  is  recognizable  from  the  native  issue  by 
initials  T P denoting  (in  Russian  characters)  the  British  moneyer  Thomas  Ross.  Prior 
to  the  London  strikings  a few  pattern  Half  Rubles  were  turned  out.  They  have  an  entirely 
smooth  edge.  Yet  another  pattern  Half  Ruble  bears  lettered  edge  with  Ross’s  initials, 
again  in  Cyrillic,  as  F (Foma-Russian  for  Thomas)  P.  All  patterns  for  1924  as  described 
above  are  excessively  rare.
